In orde r to g ain tim e we took the 
oig tit t r a m from N a ple s to Rome, a 
distance of about e i g h t hours. 
W e 
re ached t h e C entral station a bout da y ­ 
lig ht. 
T h e sun-rtee over th e seven 
m onum e nta l hills was c h a r m ing indeed 
and it was with some de g re e of emotion 
t h a t we realized t h a t we were really 
w alk ing th e streets of th e E te r na l City , 
This famous c apital, being connected 
with t h e world’s history alm ost from 
time im m em orial, it may with some 
propriety , be called t h e E te r na l City . 
No city on e a r th has tilled m ore pag es 
of history . 
R om e ’s prowess is une x ­ 
celled in the past and she is no m ean 
city today . 
R om e was for 
m a ny c enturies th e 
i m pr e g na ble and 
im pe ria l c e nt r e of 
western civilization. 
It was th e c a p­ 
ital of th e first g r e a t republic, th e seat 
of universal empire. 
Upon t h e de c i i c e 
of th e e m pir e an ecclesiastical sy stem 
and jurisdiction was founded a t Rome, 
which has m ade h e r t h e g r e a t e s t spir­ 
itual c e ntre of all C hristendom . 
Rome 
has a rem ote orig in. 
I t was not until 
a c om paratively la te period t h a t th e 
well-k nown leg end of Romulus and R e ­ 
mus was 
framed and 7 53 B. C. fix ed 
as th e da te of the c i t y ’s foundation, 
i n 
a d probability H om e may lay claim to 
far g r e a t e r antiquity . 
Modern e x c a ­ 
vations on 
the 
I ’a la tine Hill 
have 
broug h t to lig h t some tem ples and 
shrines which belong to a period far 
more a nc ie nt th a u t h e da te above m e n­ 
tioned. 


R om e was k nown even in a ntiq uity 
as the 
" E t e r na l 
C ity .” 
T h e city 
proper 
lies 
on 
t h e 
left 
ba nk 
of the T i be r —the l a r g e s t river in the 
Ita lia n peninsula. 
A ncient Romo was 
built on seven Hills, while ih e modern 
city is principally confined to th e plain 
of C am pus Martiua. 
T oe 
splendid 
ruins which a t t r a c t th e t r a ve l le r to 
R om e today , are found chiefly on 
the 
hills. 
Before a t t e m pt i ng to view toe 
ruins, it seemed necessary to c om m it 
to m e m ory the nam es and fix t h e loca­ 
tion of th e Seven 
Hills, 
T h e se are, 
th e Capitoline, 
P a la tine , 
Aventine, 
Quirioai, 
VimiDal, 
Esqualine 
and 
Caelian 
hills. 
T h e least 
ex tensive, 
but historically raoA im porta nt, is th e 
Capitoline, which rises ne a r th e T ibe r 
and t h e island of T ibe r ina . 
W e first undertook to do t h e city 
without a g uide, but we soon discover­ 
ed t h a t we not only lost time, but. fre ­ 
quently lost ourselves. 
T h e s t r e e t c a r 
conductor did not unde rsta nd us or did 
not w ant to, and would put us oil way 
bey ond t h e place wu wanted to g o to­ 
ll must be r e m e m be re d t h a t R om e to­ 
day -is a city of 469 ,9 05 inh a bita nts. 
It 
is not composed only of a few hills 
covered with ruins t h a t can ea-uly t e 
traced as some writers on travel would 
h ave y ou believe. M odern » Rome is 22 
Kilom etres or 15 miles in c i r c um f e r ­ 
ence, it is composed of six wards divid 
ed into fourteen districts, 
it is enter- 
eu by 15 g ates, possesses .300 c h ur c h e s 
and 46 
public 
squares. 
In 
these 
squares a r e twelve principal fountains 
which a dorn and provide the city with 
w ater. 
T h e streets are well paved 
with stone blocks and 
in 
th e new er 
portion, a r e wide and 
well built on 
both sides with 
handsom e 
business 
blocks. 


In the older portion, th e e tr e e t s wind 
anil zig -zag , very m uch lik e some puz ­ 
zles we h a ve seen on cardboards. 
It is 
no serious discredit, therefore, for a 
s t r a ng e r to lose himself in 
a city 
of 
such 
vast proportions and 
intricate 
la by rinth s, 


T h e first object we wanted to see in 
this far-famed city was th e G r e a t Col­ 
osseum. 
A lth oug h we walk ed consid­ 
e rably out of our way to g e t to it, we 
consoled ourselves with the th oug h t, 
t h a t we were seeing all th e m ore of 
Rome. 


W e had 
read and 
h e a rd so m uch 
about th e Colosseum t h a t we were a nx ­ 
ious to see how 
it would impress us. 
W e w alk ed around it and viewed 
it 
from inside and out. 
O ur 
ex pectations 
were more th a n realized. 
It is a m ore 
imposing struc ture and in a be tte r 
state of preservation th a n we had -up- 
posed. 
it is, without doubt, th e l a r g ­ 
est a m ph ith e a tr e , and in some respects 
the most imposing s tr uc tur e in the 
world. 
A ccording to th e most reliable 
m e a sure m e nts, the e x te rna l c ir c um ­ 
ference is 57 3 y ards, 
or 
nearly one- 
th ird of a mile. It is elliptical in sh a pe 
th e long er dia m e te r 
m e a suring 205 
y ards, th e sh orte r 17 0 y ards, 
and th e 
h e ig h t 157 feet. 
It covers six acres of 
g round. 
This enormous pile was raised 
by the labor of the Je w s ta k e n captive 
by Titus a fte r the sieg e of 
Je rusa le m 
and broug h t to Rome. 
T h e north e a st 
section, which is best preserved, 
c on­ 
sists of four stories, th e th r e e first 
be­ 
ing formed by arcades, th e pillars of 
which a r e adorned w ith haif-coiumns 
of the Doric, Ionic and C orinth ian 
order. 
A wail with windows between 
CoriDthian pilasters forms the fourth 
story . 
S ta tue s were placed in th e a r ­ 
cades of th e eecom: and 
th ird stories. 
T h e arc a de s of the lowest story served 
as e ntra nc e s for th e spectators, and 
were num be re d from 1 up to 
7 6 in orde r 
to indicate 
the staircases 
to 
th e 


different 
seats. 
W e 
stood, 
al* 
mOv-t 
in 
bew ilderm ent, 
unde r ­ 
ne a th these arches, and am ong these 
g re a t pillars, supporting th e im m ense 
e ruc ture above them . W e passed t h r u 
one of these arcades to th e arena, 
which is 27 9 feet in leng th by 17 7 
feet 
in bre a dth . 
Blow the a r e na were th e 
s ubte ra ne a n vaults for th e wild beast» 
which were a dm itted to the a r e na th r u 
a door at one end. 
T h e r e was a noth e r 
door th r u which the dead bodies of a n­ 
imats and u 1 ad i a tors are dra g g e d away . 
A wall, hig h 
enoug h to protect the 
spectators, 
surrounde d 
th e 
arena. 
Above this was t h e Podium , or place of 
honor, reserved for the Em peror, th e 
Vestal Virg ins and th e Senators. 
T h e 
E m pe ror occupied a raised seat called 
th e Pulvinar. Above th e Podium were 
two ro vs of m a r ble seats occupied 
by 
Knig hts, T ribune s and th e i r families. 
T h e immense g alleries were filled 
by 
the soldies. sailors and 
th e populace. 
T h e h um ble r spectators stood on th e 
colonnade w hich our boy s would call 
the peanut g allery . 
T h e seats for th e 
women were se pa ra te d from t h e men's. 
W om en were adm itted only to ce rta in 
ex hibitions. 
T h e whole interior was 
covered by a can vass aw ning called th e 
V elarium , 
thus 
providing 
sh e lte r 
ag a inst rain or sun. 
One hundred 
thousand spectators could be accom m o­ 
dated with sitting and standing room. 
By Hooding the a re na , naval com bats 
also took place 
nere. 
T h e 
E m peror 
Titus dedicated th e edifice in the Year 
of O ur Lord "9 , when 9 000 anim als were 
k illed, and 3000 men eng ag ed in c om ­ 
bat. 
T h e festival 
lasted 
100 day » * 
1 he cruel sports of the Colosseum con­ 
tinued until th e E m pe ror Ilonorius 
I. 
put an end to th e m in 
403 A. 
I). 
To 
the C hristian visitor th e Colosseum has 
a pa rtic ula rly sad interest, 
for these 
walls before him, witnessed t h e s l a ug h ­ 
ter of many thousands of C h ristia n 
m arty rs. 
T r a ja n alone slew 27 0 with 
his arrows. 
O t h e r s were torn by wild 
beasts, tossed and g ored by bulls, and 
suffered horrible deaths. 
To c om m e m ora te these m arty rdom s, 
C lem ent X. erected a c h ur c h within 
th e Colosseum in 107 5, 
and Benedict 
X IV erected a cross in th e c e nte r of 
the arena, 
placing fourteen sh rines 
around th e ellipse. 
Both cross and 
sh rines have disappeared, 
but 
th e 
solemn awe of th e ve ne ra ble ruin with 
its blood-soak ed a r e na can 
never be 
ta k e n from it. 
We were loth to dis­ 
miss this m ag nificent ruin. 
T h r e e and 
four tim es we w ent back to look upon 
its massive walls. 
One e vening 
we 
paid two liras to attend a band ooncort 
and py rotechnic illum ination within its 
walls, 
It was t h e 
Im perial 
M ilitary 
B and consisting of fifty artists. 
T h e 
solos and choruses were am ong th e fin­ 
est we ever h e a rd. 
T h e le a de r was 
clever enoug h to play some pieces for 
our special benefit. 
T h e illum ination 
of th e coliseum, which was repeated, 
was worth more th a n th e price of a d­ 
mission itself. 
T h e blaze of h undre ds 
of colored lig hts in th e niches and g a l ­ 
leries of the im m ense 
a m pi t h e a t r e 
showed up the va-t e x te nt and g lory of 
the s truc ture w ithout re ve a ling any of 
its defects. 
W e im ag ined ourselves 
transported back to th e day s of th e 
Cu-sars, and look ing upon th e faces of 
SO.000 spe c ta tors—th e valor and g lory 
of ancient Rome. A lth oug h tw o-thirds 
of tbd g ig antic s tr uc tur e have disa p­ 
peared, th e ruins a re still stupendously 
impressive. 
An a r c h ite c t has e s ti m a t­ 
ed th e value of th e m a te ria ls still e x ­ 
isting to be worth at least half a m il­ 
lion pounds sterling . 
T h e colosseum 
has ever been a sy mbol of th e g r e a t ­ 
ness of Rome and g a ve rise in 
the 
e i g h t h century to the prophetic say ing 
of th e pilg rims: 


' W hile stands t h e Colosseum, Rome 
sh ail stand, when falls th e Colosseum, 
Rome shall fall, And when Rome falls, 
with it shail fall th e w orld.” 
W e should lik e to speak of th e t e m ­ 
ples and shrines erected to Ju pi ter, B ac­ 
chus, Venus, Hercules. Castor and P ol­ 
lux , J a nus M inerva, Vestal Virg ins, 
Neptune, Romulus, and a host of other 
divinities, but our.-pa c e will allow us 
to m a k e reference to only a few points 
of speciai interest, 
in th e vicinity of 
the Colosseum we find two T r ium ph a l 
Arches. 
T h e most colossal 
and 
best 
preserved of th e two is t h a t of C onstan­ 
tine, erected in 312 A. D 
on 
the spot 
w h ere he declared himself in favor of 
C hristianity . 
It was built from the 
spoils of older m onum ents to c om m e m ­ 
ora te th e victories over M ax entius and 
Licinius. 
It 
ha» th r e e a rc h e s and 
eig h t C orinth ia n Columns. 
It was 
copied after th e arc h of T r a j a n from 
which seven of th e iiuted columns were 
tak en. 
T h e tr i um ph a l m a r c h of s ub­ 
sequent victories lead from th e A ppia n 
W a y th roug h this a rc h to th e R om an 
Forum . 
A little to the west, at th e foot of 
the Palestine, spa nning th e s um m it of 
the Sacred Way . stands the T r ium ph a l 
A rc h of Titus, 
c om m e m or a ting 
his 
victory over th e Je w s in th e y e a r of 
our Lord 7 0 and dedicated 
to him by 
his successor Domitian in *1, a« th e in­ 
scription records. 
T he A rch is emtel* 
ished on both sides with 
fine reliefs. 
On th e outside, just below the Inscrip 
tion is a sacrlficai 
procession on the 
frieze. 
Inside T itus is crowned by 
victory in a c h a r iot driven by R on a. 
followed by the tr i um ph a l procession 
with th e Jew ish captives, 
and 
the 
table 
of ehow-bread and the seven- 
bra nc h e d g olden candlestick . 
In the 


cert re of the vaulting th e 
E m pe ror L 
borne to heaven by an eag le.
